To recover the lost ground 
the government needs time,

Science can calculate the time remaining for 
life on earth with what seems to be unassailable 
logic, said astronomer Dr Allan Sandage, in a 
recent lecture to the trustees and staff of the 
Carnegie Institute.

“At this point, the star is near the end of its life, 
because it swiftly increases in luminosity, consumes its 
remaining fuel at a tremendous rate, and finally sinks 
into okseurity and death as its fuel ig depleted.” 


’ Astrophysicists estimate the sun hag consumed ‘six 
per cent of its fuel. Six billion years from now it will 
enter its death ‘throcs that will Jast 600 million years. 
Ag it ittcreases in radius, the temperature of the earth's 
surface will shoot up at a frightful rate. 


LIFE WILL END 


The expanding sun will drive the temperature firat 
above the boiling point of water and then to the:melting 
point of lead. “Life will have ceased, the oceans will 
have boiled away, and ‘conditions will be miserable,” he 
continued. 


“But let us not deapair of our plight,” he said. “Our 
sun is only one among millions in‘our galaxy and our 
galaxy is but one among millions in the universe, 


“Most astronomers now believe that solar systems 
‘like our own are common. If this view holds, then there 
may be other places much like our own where. lifg. exists. 
.We on this planet are lucky. Tho rate of agitig:of our 
sun is slow. We have another six billion years to live.” 


‘Dr Sandage is a staff member of the Mount Wilaon 
and Palomar Observatories of the California Institute, of
